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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The amendment filed September 13, 2001, has been entered. 
Claims 30-35 and 44-46 are under consideration. 

2. The rejection under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, has been withdrawn in view of Applicant's 
amendments. 



3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in 
a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 30-35 and 44-46 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Capon, US Patent 5,565,335, for the reasons of record in the former Office action, mailed March 09, 
2001 (Paper # 32), and in the Office action of August 07, 1997 (Paper # 20). 

Applicants contend, at page 7 of the amendment, that Capon et al., US Patent 5,565,335, does 
not render obvious the claimed invention. 

Applicants arguments have been fully considered but have not been found persuasive, 
because Applicants traverse the rejection (see page 7) without providing any evidence or argument 
why the rejection is not proper or why the rejection does not apply.
